REMOVING SEA URCHIN SPINES 


A friend of mine, and one of your 
local subscribers, by the name of Richard R. 
Lowell, has as usual passed on your increas- 
ingly interesting magazine for my perusal. In 
fact it has improved so much that I am en- 
closing a check for a subscription. 

My friend said he thought I should write 
in and tell you about a cure for sea urchin 
spines, per your request in the letter column, 
and so here is the story of a cure which I am 
surprised is not well known. 

The same friend and I were lunging in Feb- 
ruary 1955 off the shore of Barbados, British 
West Indies. We were moving out to deeper 
water with full foot flippers, etc., and going 
slowly, as the shallow water was very cloudy, 
when I struck the outside of my ankle 
against what I thought was a piece of coral 
rock. 

On going ashore later, another tourist who 
had been watching us pointed out a little 
blood on my ankle and on looking down I 
also noticed a small mass of black specks 
imbedded in the same area. He then stated 
that the black specks were sea urchin spines 
and that I should see the bartender of the 
lodge for a sure cure. 

The native bartender then had me rest my 
ankle on a chair and cut up a fresh lime. 
He then squeezed lime juice on the affected 
area after which he gently rubbed the juice 
around with the lime pulp. He then took a 
lighted candle and dripped a layer of hot 
wax over the whole area. The hot wax is not 
as bad as it sounds 

I then let the wax harden for about fifteen 
minutes and peeled it off. Upon looking at 
the side that had been next to my skin, one 
could see little black specks of sea urchin 
spine. This same treatment was repeated one 
hour after the first treatment and again more 
sea urchin spine particles were extracted. 

I repeated the treatment myself a_ third 
time 3 hours after the first treatment and_a 
fourth time 6 hours after the first treatment, 
removing more little black specks each time. 

The next morning the ankle was fine ex- 
cept for being a little red and slightly tender 
due to the four lime and wax treatments. 
The number of treatments required depends 
on how far the spines penetrate the skin. Re- 
peated treatments draw out the spine bit by 
bit. 

The spines appear to be pure as no iodine 
or antiseptic was used or recommended. It 
appears that the lime juice acts to countract 
the skin, squeezing the spines or drawing 
them to the surface much better than can be 
done any other way such as with a splinter. 
The hot wax then flows around the part of 
the spine that has been drawn out and when 
the wax has solidified and is peeled off it 
breaks off and takes with it that projecting 
part of the brittle spine. 

As to whether fresh lemon juice or bottled 
lime or lemon juice will work in place of 
fresh lime I will leave up to one of your re- 
search teams to discover.

N THE evening of August 2nd., I 
0%... awakened by the ringing ol 
the phone. I had gone to bed early, 
after rowing a surf dory a couple olf 
miles with my partner, Platzi Miller, in 
preparation for the annual Southern 
California Lifeguard Relays.

We were to leave within a_ week. 
Within that week, many things had to 
be done. First, I had to get time off 
from 1ny job as Lifeguard for the Coun- 
ty of |.os Angeles. Personal gear would 
have ‘o be put in top shape. Regula- 
tors were over-hauled and double 
checked. Underwater lights, consisting 
of a seal-beam and a 12 volt battery, 
filled with mineral oil to prevent im- 
plosio were constructed. Dive ’N 
Surf nade all of us heavy duty Ther- 
mocline wet suits, (which kept us very 
comfortable in the 46 degree water). 

Then, the flight to New York, where 
we mct Ken Mac Leish of LIFE Maga- 
zine, Lieut. Commander James E. Stark, 
and Peter Gimbel. Gimbel had made 
the first dive on the “Doria” two weeks 
before. That night, we flew to Nan- 
tucket Island, which was to be our base 
of operations. LIFE had made all of the 
alranzements; rooms in one of the best 
hotels in Nantucket, and transporta- 
tion. A 50 foot, twin screw diesel cruis- 
er with a_ portable decompression 
chamber on board had been chartered. 
Stark, a diving specialist on leave from 
the U. §. Navy, was retained to see 
that we were kept in the best possible 
physical condition. He 
irreplaceable _ if

were to be at the dock at 6:00 A.M.

In the next three days, we were to 
suffer much frustration and disappoint- 
ment. Each day we went out to the 
area, we were forced back by time or 
the weather.

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out and back was exhausting. On the 
fourth day, Dill and Ken Mac Leish 
searched the area from an airplane. On 
returning, their news was heartening.

The 
buoy that was supposed to be over the 
ship was not there. 

Upon leaving early the next morn- 
ing, all hands were in good spirits in 
anticipation of reaching our goal. Even 
the long, seven hour trip out did not 
dull our enthusiasm. We began to see 
patches of oil. As we headed into the 
direction from which the current 
coming, the slicks became larger. 
ally, yelled, “There it is 
Looking over the side, we could see the 
oil droplets rising to the surface, sur- 
rounded by a fine curtain of air bub- 
bles. This sight gave one the feeling 
that the once proud ship was still slow- 
ly dying.

A few passes over her with the fatho- 
meter, and we dropped the descending 
line. The skipper backed down a little 
and the anchor was thrown over. Dou- 
ble 70 cubic foot compressed air bottles 
were hooked up with our lung regula- 
tors. Every diver wore an exposure 
suit, fins, weight belt, mask, a depth 
gauge, underwater watch, and a double 
tank lung. Two divers were to carry 
the underwater lights, while each of 
the other two carried Rolleimarin cam- 
eras. The lights were a necessity in or- 
der for the cameraman to see to focus 
through the ground glass viewfinder of 
the Rolleiflex camera. They were also 
necessary in order to see our way once 
we were inside the ship. 

We were at last ready to dive. Gim- 
bel was to accompany Dill and I was to 
be Murray’s partner. We jumped into 
the water, which was pleasant to our 
over-heated The crew handed 
us the lights and cameras. The O.K. 
signal was given by Doctor Stark; and 
Murray and I started down the de- 
scending line. I found it actually hard 
to conceive that I was about to see the 
“Doria”. The week previous to this 
dive, I had spent a great deal of time 
imagining what she would look like. 
At 160 feet, I looked at my depth gauge, 
but the “Doria” was not yet in sight. 
It was still not reality that I was diving 
on the ship.

I turned on the seal-beam light. The 
beam of the light®appeared pink. As 
my eyes became accustomed to the twi- 
light, I could see the white waterline 
on the hull. 

Another twenty feet and we were on 
the side of the Andrea Doria. She lay 
on her wounded starboard side at near- 
ly a right angle. We swam up the side 
of the boat toward the bridge. On the 
way, we passed several portholes of 


which only one was open. I glanced 
through an open port, from which a 
curtain was waving slightly in the one 
to two knot current. The cabin inside 
was in complete disarray. We contin- 
ued on to the Lido deck, and the en- 
trance to the “Prima Lounge”. ‘There 
were two sets of double doors. ‘The two 
foreward were open, while the 
after two were shut tight, due to the

swelling of the wood. 
down sideways and feet first. I fol- 
lowed, holding the light. Without the 
light, the passageway was nearly pitch 
black. We swam down to the elevator 
shaft and the entrance to the lounge. 


Since first landing on the ship, Mur- 
ray had been continually taking pic- 
tures. After shooting each picture, the 
flash bulb would implode, sounding like 
a 22 long rifle. The underwater world 
this deep is a multitude of sounds neve1 
heard in the world above, or in shal- 
lower water. The bubbles leaving your 
regulator sound like small Chinese bells, 
and the air leaving the valve of the 
tank whines and moans. 

Down inside the passageway, nearly 
200 feet below the surface, we were lit- 
erally shook by a booming sound that 
caused the whole ship to shudder. My 
first thought that the doors had 
fallen shut, locking us inside. We swam 
back down the passage and up to the 
doors. To our relief, there were the 
faces of Dill and Gimbel peering 
through the still open doorway. The 
hindering effect of nitrogen narcosis, 
plus the situation we were in, had 
caused us to jump to an irrational con- 
clusion. The happened 
again during the dive, but these times 


was 


noise twice 
we were on the deck of the ship. We 
could tell then, that it was due to the 
buckling of one of the huge, steel plates 
in the side of the ship either by the 
loss of air, or the ship’s settling. When 
the plate popped back, it caused this 
seund, and the whole boat to shudder. 
I looked at my watch and realized we 
had less than a minute of bottom time 
left. We got a couple more pictures and 
started our ascent. As I watched the 
Andrea Doria disappear beneath me, I 
felt a sense of frustration at having to 
The short 14 minutes 
we had on the bottom gave us such a 
little time to see much of the ship that 
looked more like a city underwater. We 
continued on up to 10 feet and the 
long dreary waiting to decompress.

During the next five days, only one 
more dive was made due to the weather. 
A siege of ptomaine poisoning from a 
bunch of over-ripe clams kept me from 
making this dive. 

The final dive was made on August

year. The water was a nippy 50 and 
reasonably clear, 8’ to 20’ visibil’ y, al- 
though high winds during the pre: ding 
week had caused some murkiness. | hose 
divers familiar with the lake cl: sified 
the day as “about average” for th win- 
ter (summer diving in Bistineau |, not 
considered practical due to reduct on of 
visibility by algae growth durin the 
warm weather.) 

All the contestants wore rubbe: suits 
over insulating underwear of wool ot 
quilted dacron. Most of the hunting 
was done by “snorkeling” divers, using 
rubber or compressed air spea: guns. 
However, in some murky areas «livers 
were forced to use their “lung to 
search the bottom effectively. Hunting 
was done at depths of 8 to 20’. 

As the contest closed at 2:30 P.M. 
the gar kill was weighed. A total of 63 
gar (all “long-nosed” except for one 
small “‘alligator’’) were taken. otal 
weight was 550 Ibs. Largest single gar 
was 29 lbs. 

Although they conduct only onc for- 
mal contest each year, the Ark-La Tex 
Divers members visit the lake each week 
that water conditions are suitable and 
remove several hundred pounds o! gar 
therefrom on many such occasions. Quite 
a few of the sport divers are anglers or 
ex-anglers and have a first hand appre 
ciation of the value of gar removal to 
gamefishing. The divers also express 
great interest in being able to observe 
first hand the habits of the other fish: 
bass, bream, crappie, barfish, ca fish, 
bowfin, gaspergou, shad, etc., in theit 
native element. All agree that the bass 
has by far the most curiosity of a1 ol 
the fresh water fish. It is not unusual 
for yearling bass to follow a diver in 
much the fashion of playful puppies. 

The divers frequently cooperat« ith 
eame fisherman to retrieve their al 
and point out fishing “hot spots”. 1 hey 
have also expressed their appreciation 
for the courtesy shown them by agents 
of the Louisiana Wildlife and Fisheries 
Commission and have offered their scrvy- 
ices to them should they be required. >

Wreck of the...

The idea of undiscovered wrecks and sunken treas: :e has 
always fascinated me since I began scuba diving son. four 
years ago. I suppose most divers have experienced .imilar 
feelings every time they have gone down in unf:niliar 
waters. No matter what the intent of the dive, be it for 
fish or photographs, one often has the feeling that ‘he re. 
mains of some craft, sunk many years before, could lie at 
the bottom. 


Although a drug salesman by profession and a dive) only 
by avocation, I have spent many vacation hours under the 
waters of the Florida Keys. Generally my aim has been 
either to spear the colorful reef fish for mounts for my 
living room wall or merely to explore and enjoy the |cauty 
of the coral reefs. 

It was on just such a spearfishing venture on Turtle Reel 
last summer that our diving group from Homestead, Florida. 
unfolded an interesting page from the past. For several 
years Buddy Jackson, Bill Twitchell, Bob and Norman 
Wolf and I had been exploring the reefs of the upper Keys 
area for fish. I was the fifth member of the group only on 
summer vacations and occasional weekends (courtesy of 
Eastern Airlines and $95.15 of lunch-money savings) 

With our 18 foot Chris-Craft Kit boat anchored over 
Furtle Reef (off Key Largo) we had fanned out in_ pairs 
over a large area looking for the occasional large Groupet 
that lurked in the numerous caves and holes in the coral. 
Turtle Reef is, without a doubt, one of the most beautiful 
reefs in the area. In some sections the bottom looks flat 
from the top; upon diving to the bottom, however, one 
finds that what seems to be a flat coral floor often is actu- 
ally a ledge with intricate catacombs and numerous /ioles 
opening into them. It is often at these openings tha! we 
suddenly come upon the large eyes and nose of Grouper or 
the beady eyes of the colorful Spotted Morays. 

On this day Buddy and I were swimming along at 1 25 
foot depth looking for eyes in the coral holes when Buddy 
came upon the fluke of a very large iron anchor. I) was 
so coral-encrusted as to be indistinguishable from any dis 
tance. We examined it more closely; the entire anchor was 
lying flush with the coral, partially embedded in it. One 
cross-bar stuck out at an angle. Using our 7 foot pole 
spears as yardsticks, we measured the shank at 9 feet and 
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Odd p'«ces of treasure from the ‘‘Thiorva’’ above include copper sheeting 
and ir hardware from the deck. 

the exposed half of the cross-bar at 5 feet. Of forged iron 

it was coated overall with heavy coral and vegetable growth. 
Needless to say, the rust scale seemed quite thick. The 


heavy iron chain lay out from the anchor. It was amazing 


how well the sea growths camouflaged the shapes and the 


metal itself. Some forty or fifty feet further on I spotted 
a gre confusion of twisted cables, or, as we later discov 
cred, steel rope with a jute center. It was only then that 
we swam back to the boat to find Bob and Norm and Bill. 


Further examination that dav and on days to come gave 


us many clues to the nature of the craft. We found morta1 
tiles (about 8” square), probably the flooring of the Cap 
tain’s cabin; large metal windlass parts; deadeyes; twisted 
bits of copper sheeting, 12” brass dowels; iron mooring 
deats. two antique-looking roller bearings of brass; and 


what seemed to be parts of railings. When Buddy and Bob 
combined their efforts to lift up a cast iron hatch cover, 
they found the only occupant of the ship, a Spotted Moray. 
I don't know who was the more surprised, the intruders o1 
the occupant. 

It is interesting to look back now on our determination 
in searching for clues to identity and valuables. We were 
too busy using our pole spears as probes to bother the nu 
merous Barracuda and Snapper that swam about us each 


day. The Barracuda particularly, hung around like children 
Watching a construction gang. At any time we could look 


over our shoulders and see these large, curious fish starin® 
at our bottom-scratching, motionless in the water above us. 

From the relics we could deduce a surprising amount of 
information about the ship. We presumed her to be a wood 
en sviling vessel about 150 to 200 feet long (from the tackle 
and the size of her anchor). Her planking must have been 
abort a foot thick (from the length of the brass dowels) 
and covered with a protective copper sheeting. (It lay twist 
ed and scattered over a wide area of the bottom. From the 
way the wreckage was dispersed we concluded that she must

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I first started skin diving in salt water 
on Cape Cod, Massachusetts in 1953. 
The water was so cold that I was forced 
to evacuate before I saw any fish. On 
my second vacation to the Cape I took 
my lung and went in for diving in a 
big way. With two other boys I went 
diving at night in a fresh water lake 
called Cliff Nickerson State 
Park. The bottom is covered with sand 
and fresh water clams. The visibility is 
usually good until you reach 50 feet 
then it is nil. We found a level at ex- 
actly 26 feet in which part of a finger 
could be placed in warm water and the 
other part in very cold water.

Two other locales on Cape Cod that 
I have visited are Wychmere Harbor at 
Harwichport and a target ship near 
Orleans. At Wychmere there is a jetty 
which juts out from Snow Inn. Spear- 
fishing is good for Tautog but the wa- 
ter is shallow with almost zero visibility. 
Occasionally the fish go into holes head 
first and have to be pulled out by hand 
The rocks below 
are the most colorful I have 
seen on the Cape. With my Hawaiian 
sling I speared only a ten 
pound tautog last year. 

The target ship is a restricted area 
because of bombing but if you call the 
military air field and find out when they 
won't be bombing, a good time can be 
had exploring the wing tanks and bombs, 
as well as spearing big fish. To reach 
the ship a boat can be rented at Rock 
Harbor. 

As I became more interested in skin 
diving I thought of going to Florida. I 
finally saved enough money to go on a 
cruise from Miami to the Bahamas on 
the 80 foot schooner ‘“Tondeleyo”. 

As it turned out there was only one 
other skin diver on the cruise. His 
name was Bill Hook, a professional div- 
er from Victoria, B.C. The rest of the 
members were Yale boys and a Civil 
Engineer, Fred Halton. Every day of 
the cruise sunny and warm but 
without wind. We reached Bimini after 
a day of motoring and anchored off 
shore. Bill Hook and I dived into the 
water and swam a few hundred yards 
to shore. This part of Bimini proved 
to be flat and barren with little life.

The shop was much the same as I had 
remembered it filled with Bob’s huge 
bottle collection taken from the man- 
groves, (annon, shells and boats.

Recently a law was passed prohibit 
ing spcarfishing in Monroe County. 
his law had little effect on me, how 
ever, because I had come to take pic- 
ures, which I think is more fun than 
spearfishing. Every day of my two week 
say Was sunny and warm. The water 
temperature was in the 80’s. The water 
was clear and filled with millions of 
jellyfish.

Many ships were torpedoed in these 
waters during World War II and most 
of them have been dynamited and 
stripped. The Brentwood is one of 
these ships but the visibility is general- 
ly poor.

Large openings in the wreck 
are filled with minnows making the 


visibility zero under the huge plates. 
The wreck lies nearly perpendicular to 
the shore about seven miles out in line 
with Molasses Light and French Reef. 
The end nearer shore lies in 30 feet of 
water, the far end in 50 feet. 

It has been rumored that a German 
submarine was sunk in this area with 
mercury ballast. If this sub is ever found 
the salvor will be a millionaire. All the 
reefs of Key Largo are strewn with 
wreckage the Elbow has quite a 
few known wrecks but on my excursion 
to it we found nothing but sickening 
ground swells. 

At Carys forth there is a large light 
manned by coastguardsmen. In their

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NOHL versus FATHER NEPTU

Father Neptune, the mythical \eeper 
of the treasures of the und: rwater 
world, has jealously sought ai! per 
sistently guarded his grasp on he al- 
most fabulous Dutch Motorship \’RINS 
WILLEM V. 

As the summer sun tempers the frigid 
waters of Lake Michigan, Max Nobhl 
will again challenge the defiant ‘ather 
Neptune and resume salvage ope: ations 
with the hope of having her afl: at be- 
fore the northern winter retur: 

In her short years, “Willy” hos had 
far from an uneventful life. Corstruc 
tion on her was largely complete when 
the powerful Nazi hordes rolle« into 
the Netherlands in 1939 and to avoid 
capture her beautiful new hull was will: 
fully sunk in a fresh water Dutch Lake. 
Here, completely useless to her owners 
or to the Germans alike, she sat out the 
war in her temporary peaceful grave. 

However, “Willy” was far from dead. 
The long war came to an end and in 
1946 she was refloated, not a bit worse 
for her long fresh water bath. Construc 
tion of the hull was completed and her 
engines and machinery were installed. 
In 1947 she was commissioned by the 
Oranje Line of Rotterdam, a beautiful 
spanking new baby in spite of a some- 
what prolonged and eventful gestation 
period. 

The “Prins Willem V,” a sister ship 
of a group of similar vessels owned by 
the Oranje Line, is a 265 foot freight 
and passenger vessel designed primarily 
for the profitable Great Lakes-Euro pean 
service. She is Diesel powered, curries 
approximately 1,500 tons of cargo in 
her four holds, and boasts of the finest 
of everything in equipment throug/iout. 

At 7:15 p.m. on the evening o! Oc 
tober 14, 1955, the “Willem” was /iead- 
ing due east as she departed from Mil- 
waukee harbor on the last leg o! an- 
other journey back to her home port of 
Rotterdam. It was a clear cool evening 
and the surface of Lake Michigan was 
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calm. Her helmsman sighted another vessel which appeared 
to be heading due north, steering a course paralleling the 
western shore of the lake and about four miles off Milwau- 
Since it was apparent that the “Willem”

Wha: actually happened is still to be decided by the 
courts. [he officers of the “Willem” emphatically state that 
althoug!i the tug did carry proper side lights and a proper 
masthe:d white light that she did not carry the legally re- 
quired lights to indicate that she was towing a barge behind 
her. ey stated that there were no lights whatsoever on 
the barge. 

The crew of the tug saw the Dutch ship alter her course 
and in mediately realized that the latter would pass between 
the tu, and its heavily laden barge which was riding astern 
on an 300 foot tow. In a desperate effort to save the situa 
tion t! -y cast off the towline putting the barge adrift. How 
ever | ther Neptune was apparently eyeing his quarry and 
in the black of the night the barge maintained just enough 
way t gently drift into the startled “Willem” and rent a 
hole her plating just at the waterline at the bulkhead 
betwecn her No. 2 hold and the engine room. 

Although it was only a small tear in the starboard plat 
ing of the ship, the icy water poured in and in not many 
minut:s it flooded the Diesel main engine and the pumps. 

One hour and twenty minutes later the beautiful Dutch 
ship cine to rest on the hard clay bottom of Lake Michigan. 
She wos lying on her starboard side with the collision hole 
down. From the chart the water was estimated to be 75 feet 
deep. She was 3.8 miles off the Milwaukee harbor entrance, 
exactly due east from the breakwater light. Father Neptune 


had won this round. 

The Corps of Engineers, U.S. Army, took soundings which 
revealed a depth of 31 feet to the highest point on the ship. 
She was thus considered a menace to navigation. Although 
there was no ship that would be entering Milwaukee Har- 
bor which would draw this much at the present time, a 
large ship pitching violently in a Lake storm could strike 
her. the St. Lawrence Seaway would soon be completed 
and larger vessels from all parts of the world would be in 
here in a few years. 


The Corps of Engineers is the legal guardian of all 
the navigible waters of the United States and so they re- 
quested that appropriate buoys be placed over the wreck 
to warn mariners. They then advertised for bids to remove 
the wreck or to level her to a depth of 40 feet. It was re- 
quired that the bidders post a $200,000.00 performance bond 
guaranteeing the government to that amount that the job 
would be completed, and also a $200,000.00 payment bond 
guaranteeing the government that the contractor would pay 
all obligations incurred in the carrying out of the contract. 


Max Gene Nohl, Milwaukee diving pioneer, was the suc 
cessful bidder. Nohl bid $50,000.00, government pay him, 
to remove the hazard to navigation. The contract in addi- 
tion awarded him clear title to the ship, her equipment and 
her entire cargo. However the contract made no specifica- 
tions as to how the job was to be done. The only require- 
ment was that after the contract was completed and before 
the $50,000.00 would be paid to Nohl, the Army would 
again tow a drag over the area of the wreck which drag 
would be set at 40 feet. If it didn’t strike anything they 
would] owe Nohl $50,000.00. If it did, he would either have 
to clear it or be liable up to $200,000.00 for having someone 
else (lear it. Nohl had a choice of floating the vessel away

The tragey above and others like it 
prompied the Los Angeles County De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation to in- 
troduc extensive float rescue training 
into is instructional program. “Skin 
Diver’ magazine has stimulated national 
excitenent and interest in a competition 
on this relatively new lifesaving tech- 
nique ior skin divers. The layman diver 
is vitally in need of this technique. 

The first opportunity to experiment 
with « contest presented itself with the 
Los Angeles Sportsmen Show. Ira Walsh 
of the Los Angeles Examiner, Don St. 
Hill, |.os Angeles County’s Chief Diving 
Officer, and Chuck Blakeslee of “Skin 
Diver” hurriedly met to evaluate the 
possibility. A review of the contest, 
called by the provocative title “Race for 
Life’, was presented to the Show man- 
agers. They approved enthusiastically to 
the extent that it would be programmed 
as the opening event of the big outdoor 
show of Champions. 

There wasn’t any time for extensive 
committee evaluation or detailed plan- 
ning. Everyone involved waded in with 
a determined look and a basket of con- 
flicting ideas. There arose from the 
dust on the opening day of the Sports- 
men Show the following format for the 
eveni. “Race for Life’. 

Event: Race for Life—a two man res- 
cue competition against time. Opening 
event of the 2:00 p.m. and 8:00 p.m. 
outdoor shows. 

Time Duration: Maximum of six 
minutes. 

Personnel: 1. Well-informed an- 
nouncer, 2. A regular 115 Ib. “victim” 
(and judge). 3. Two side line judges 
(one acts as starter). 

Equipment: Fins, mask, and flotation 
device. Three stop watches. One starter’s 
gun. One checkered flag. 
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Objective: This is a contest whereby 
two men employing a flotation device 
and racing against time, recover a 
drowning victim. ‘The skill judging will 
center around the administration of 
artifiicial respiration on the float, the 
smooth recovery of the victim, and the 
speed of delivery to shore. 

Rules of Contest: 

1. Both contestants will take position 
at a prescribed starting point. At the 
Sportsmen Show, the team was separated 
and each member placed in a seated 
starting position parallel to each other 
but 36 feet from the water’s edge. 

2. Contestants wear fins during the 
run to the water’s edge where they pick 
up their masks and the one flotation de- 
vice (inner tubes or surf mats). At the 
Sportsmen Show, the final decision of 
the contest committee restricted the 
contest to the more common inner tube. 
\ strong minority felt this was an un- 
realistic approach since a great number 
of experienced divers always used surf 
mats. The fin run was excellent show- 
manship. 

3. The signal to start issues from a 
victim between 100 and 125 pounds and 
situated 25 water yards from the start- 
ing point. This will be a cry for help 
followed by a gun shot. At the Sports- 
men Show, our victim was a 115 pound 
female Underwater Instructor and Wa- 
ter Safety expert, Dottie Frazier, who 
served as final judge on the execution of 
artificial respiration. Her cry for help 
was the signal to get ready and the gun 
shot to start. Controversy arose over a 
possible variance in Mrs. Frazier’s posi- 
tion in the 100 ft. pool and distance 
from the twelve foot bottom. It was sug- 
gested that a knotted rope be anchored 
to the bottom, and the victim hold the 
knot with both hands in order to insure 
a standardized pick up. The clarity of 
the water was a problem and _ varied 
between afternoon and evening shows. 

4. Equipment must be retained by 
contestants throughout the entire race 
once it is in possession of rescuers. 
Problems arose around the throwing of 
the tube toward the victim and swim- 
ming after it. The contest committee 
decided a thrown tube was a bad prac- 
tice and unrealistic since a running 
surf could possibly carry it off. Broken 
mask and fins were to be retained. 

5. Contestants can swim to the victim 
in any manner of their own selection. 
Some tube men found the holding of 
the tube perpendicular to the water was 
a speedy approach. Others swam with 
their heads if the middle of the tube 
while combining the donning of the 
mask with forward movement. Water 
entry varied from a feet first run through 
the 214 foot shallow end of the pool 
to a competitive flying start to a back- 
ward roll. A lot of spectator excitement 
and contestant frustration ensued 








around getting the mask properly adjust- 
ed. The running entry was slower but 
offered a surer method of placing the 
mask. 

6. A bottom recovery will be made 
and the victim secured to the float in 
position for artificial respiration. ‘The 
common method was a two arm front 
lock over the tube but variations did oc- 
cur. George Kong of the second place 
team employed an island technique 
with a back lock, face up so that he 
could watch the victim’s mouth (for an 
air exchange). 

7. Artificial respiration will be admin- 
istered throughout the return operation. 
Care will be taken to (1) have the 
victim’s face out of the water (2) main- 
tain a rhythmic pressure and release. 
The judging of this aspect offered our 
greatest problem as the mechanics were 
not visible to pool-side judges. The vic- 
tim judge was the sole evaluator of pro- 
per execution. Most contestants found 
that while with one hand holding the 
victim’s hands together and locked over 
the tube, the other hand could exert 
pressure on the diaphram. In most in- 
stances the face was turned side ways 
and rested on top of the tube. Forward 
movement came from the key rescuer’s 
flutter kick and the tube man’s tow em- 
ploying a one hand crawl and scissor 
kick. 

8. The end of the race and stopping 
of the watches will be triggered by a 
checkered flag as the tube with victim 
intact touches the original water start- 
ing point. Key tenths of a second were 
picked up in the final lunge for the 
finish. Attempts by the tower to stand 
and throw the tube into the finish re- 
sulted in the victim and rescuer being 
dropped short of the finish line. Each 
finish was packed with excitement as the 
victim signaled a good exchange of air 
and the judges huddled over the watch- 
es. Since this race was the first of its 
kind on record, the time was billed as 
a world’s record . . . the record was 
shattered quite frequently as the con- 
testants improved and this satisfied some 
of the dramatic impact desired by the 
show management. 

This is an exciting new competition 
for above water or underwater enthu- 
siasts. Every race during the ten day run 
of the Sportsmen Show was packed with 
interest and tension. The more than a 
quarter of a million people who wit- 
nessed the show during this period re- 
ceived a first hand, poignant education 
on a practical life saving technique for 
everyone. 

The competition was spirited but 
there was still time for a little fun. The 
Sam Sinker Memorial Trophy was do- 
nated by an anonymous sponsor to recog- 
nize the biggest blunder in the “Race 
for Life’. Sam Sinker was a skin diver,

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7 THE end of the Spanish Civil War, the Catalan pro- 
fessional fishermen began to see some strange characters 
who dived even in winter, armed with big and menacing un 


derwater harpoons, to catch fish in their element. They were 
skin divers, used French goggles and fins, and were the true 
pionec! of underwater spearfishing in Spain. In 19400 this 


activity became more serious: the divers imported the first 
underw iter guns, and in 1946 was founded the “Asociacion 
de Peso. Submarina” of Barcelona, the first in the Peninsula. 

The Second World War made the “frogmen” become 
fashion ible, and so some bold underwater spearfishermen 
began «> try Italian self-contained apparatus, using oxygen, 
which vere employed by the Italian Gamma men in the 


Medi ranean. Among these pioneers of diving in Spain,

rhe present Spanish record dive was made in a rather 
rough sea, along a rope marked with white, small boards 
which indicated the depth. The rope went down to 100 
meters. At 50 meters there was the first board, boards were 
placed every five meters to 70 meters. From 70 to 90, every 
two meters, and from 90 to 100, every meter. ‘The divers 
carried a liberal weight in the hand. Diaz had a strong 
assault of the raptures of the deep at 86 meters, and then 
they decided to go up. They took 8 minutes to surface, and 
made decompression stops at 6 and 3 meters. 


The CRIS is an experienced and veteran body of divers, 
which has done a considerable amount of work in the re 
search and archeological fields. In 1955, we helped to recover 
the heavy anchor of the US Navy ship “Megara”, which lost 
her anchor during some naval maneuvers by the VIth Fleet 
off Tarragona. Its divers have also worked in dams, in dan 
gerous conditions sometimes. The archeological findings are 
remarkable: Roman amphorae or earthenware wine-jars; an 
cent anchors, dating from Roman and Medieval times; old 
bronze and iron cannons, and so on. 


In September 1954, the famous French Commandant J. -Y. 
Cousteau paid us a visit with his wonderful ship “Calypso”. 
Some of the CRIS divers were received as guests aboard this 
ship. The Catalan and French divers dived together in the 
Medas Islands and their immense coral caves, and in other 
places off the Costa Brava. 


In 1954 I published my first book, “Los Hombres Peds” 
(The Menfish), the first book ever written in Spain on div- 
ing. lhey say that it was a hit, and now I have become most 
populir in this field, It was first published in Catalan lan 
guage my own, and then translated and enlarged into Span- 
ish. Some other books followed: “The Conquest of the Deep”, 
written with my friend Marius Lleget, a history of under-

Unlike the French Riviera, however, thc:e are 
no Casinos and only one large luxury hotel. But th: 


are 
several enjoyable hotels from which to choose, at reas: nable 
prices. The rugged rocky coastline broken by sandy-s iingle 
beaches, termed calas in the region, is ideal for unde: water 
swimming. It is generally considered that the area South 
of Cape Bagur is preferable. 

Visibility north of this area suffers due to the presence 
of large rivers such as the Ter. Excellent underwater (ishing 
and scenery are to be found around the Medas Islands, how- 
ever, and the area between I’Estartit and L’Escala_ looks 
promising but access is more difficult and little research 
has been done. South of Cape Bagur, the visibility is ex 
cellent: 60 to 80 feet. The temperature is of 60° F. in 
May, reaching 65° F. in mid-June and rising to 70 - 75° F. 
in August, falling to 65° F, in mid-September. Rubber suits 
or at least woolen jerseys are recommended in May, June 
and September for any serious diving. 

The fish range from Octopus and ‘Tunney to Grouper, 
Bass, Mullet, Rays, Eels and others typical of Mediterranean. 
Underwater fishing with scuba is strictly forbidden. This 
law is enforced rigidly. Spearfishing may be practised in any 
part of Spanish ‘Territorial waters, the only requirement 
being a card issued by the Federacién Espanola de Pesca 
(Calle de Coloreros y Mayor 22, Madrid, Spain). Thi card 
must be visaed by any Naval Commandant of a Spanisl: port 
to enable it to be used and is also necessary to take part in 
underwater fishing competitions. Regional offices in Cadiz, 
Cartagena, Valencia, Castellon de la Plana and Barcelona. 

In Barcelona there exists the veteran “Asociacién de Pesca 
Submarina” (Provenza, 282, 3°, Barcelona, Spain). It is the 
recognised body concerning spearfishing. The CRIS has 
the same address and both Clubs publish together a month- 
ly journal in Spanish. 

The “Tossa Underwater Center” which I run in ‘fossa 
de Mar supplies aqualungs, masks, fins and all the neccssary 
equipment (Nemrod).

Lying 962 miles Southeast of New

Last january I visited the 
New P: ovidence, the capital of which is 
Nassau New Providence, although one 
of the .mallest of the Bahamas, is the 
most important both economically and 
sociall:

This is a short review of what has 
been done in Spain in the field of un- 
derwter research.

Both of these are located at the eastern 
end of Nassau Harbor. Patrons of either 
of these yacht basins may stay at The 
Pilot House, which has been a rendez- 
vous for yachtmen for years. Now under 
new management it is one of the most 
popular meeti#hg places for sea-loving 
folk in town. I had a most enjoyable 
meal there. By the way their special is 
Conch Salad. 

After getting settled in a hotel and 
possibly spending the evening at one 
of the many calypso hangouts, you're 
all ready to set up a skin diving date.

Earl. in 1954 we built the first camerahouse. It was made 
of ple-iglass, but it was not waterproof, Another housing 
consist’ d of a rubber pipe which was closed on both ends 
with g iss plates. The exposure and winding of the film was 
done f:om outside through the rubber. The first cameras we 
used were common box cameras, the pictures weren't too 
bad. ‘loday we can get underwater housings in the shops 
as it is now possible to buy any piece of diving equipment in 
this country or from abroad. 

Although Skovshoved Undersea Group is a very little club, 
the members can take part in the games of other countries. 
The last two years members from our group have partici 
pated in the games in Italy, held every year in connection 
with a great fishing exhibition. Last year the Danish team 
was fourth of twelve teams, though we (amateurs) were up 
against’ many professional swimmers and frogmen. 

However, we do have one professional in our group. 
He was at the Gold Coast for a year and dived as a pro 
fessional with a Danish frogman, Jan Uhre. They salvaged 
wrecks from the Second World War. He brought many pic 
tures of his adventures home and has given us much pracitcal 
information. He is now the instructor of our group. 

We have one very big problem in our group, economy. 
Our twenty-five members are students and apprentices and 
therefore do not have much money. We have hoped to ob 
tain a motorboat since our club was organized, and to have 
all our members equipped with breathing apparatus.

The sub’s last known position is plot 
ted by the navigator and his assistants 
This position is used as the center of a 
circle to be searched by the ship 
equipment. The radius of the circle is 
the estimated distance the submarinc 
could have traveled since its last contact. 

The area is searched, beginning at the 
center of the circle and working in a 
rectangular pattern, each leg becoming 
increasingly longer. The sonor operator 
hears that particular ping that means 
the submarine has been found. 

Now in position over the sunken 
craft, the ASR asks the sub to send up 
smoke bombs and then requests that the 
sub let rise a special buoy fixed to its 
deck. As a final check a diver from the 
ASR goes over the side for a visual! iden 
tification of the sub. 

Upon reaching the “disabled” sub 
marine, the diver fastens a cable to one 
of the special rescue hatches with which 
every U. S. submarine is fitted. The 
other end of this cable is shackled to the 
diving bell’s underside.

The McCann diving bell has two 
chambers. upper and lower, separated 
by an air-and-water-tight hatch. The up 
per is enclosed, its occupants dependent 
on the ASR’s compressors for air. The 
Jower. called the skirt and open to the 
sea, is quipped with an electrically pow- 
ered winch. Along its sides are ballast 
tanks for taking in and expelling sea 
water as necessary. Around the edge of 
the bell’s bottom is a thick ring of pure 
rubb 

Negative buovancy is obtained by ad 
justin, valves so that the bell’s ballast 
tanks take in sea water. Then an clec 
tric motor to spin the winch, reeling in 
the iower cable, actually tows them 
down to the distressed ship’s deck. 

When the rescue unit rests directly 
over the fitting on the submarine, the 
twoman crew flood ballast tanks to 
incresse the weight and hold the bell 
in place. By using air pressure, they 
blow all water from the skirt, thus a 
vacuuin, plus gravity, plus undersea 
pressure keep the diving bell fixed in 
the | opel position. 

One of the bell’s operators Opens the 
hatch to the skirt and drops through. 
Four special fittings at the rescue hatch 
are tightened down by a special winch 
to clamp the bell mechanically on the 
distressed sub. ‘The other member of the 
bell’s crew telephones the mother ASR 
to slack off on the overhead line. The 
bell is now an additional compartment 
of the submarine itself. 

The men aboard the sunken ship 
can now open the submarine hatch and 
dimb aboard the rescue bell and to 
safety. The bell can make as many de 
scents to the doomed vessel as necessary 
to rescue the crew members, seven at a 
time 

lo ascend the bell reverses its descent 
pattern. ‘The submarine hatch is closed, 
the bell’s skirt flooded with water to 
break suction, the ballast tanks are 
blown partially free of water to reduce 
negative buoyancy and the ASR takes 
slack in the overhead cable and starts to 
haul it to the surface. 

When the bell reaches surface, the 
rescued men climb aboard the ASR and 
the bell makes another trip to the bot 
tom for another load of its human 
treasure. 

With its work done and all hands 
safe. the bell is swung in, anchored and 
the ASR heads for port. Once again an

WHERE, WHEN, AND WHAT STARTED ME SKIN DIVING 


My interest in underwater activities had its beginning 
in High School. 
vinced the coach that I might be suitable material for the 
diving portion of the team. When it came to surface swim- 
ming however I was mediocre. In an attempt to compensate 


\ few fancy twists from the board con- 


for this poor showing on the surface I withdrew to the 
bottom of the pool where I felt more at home. An under- 
water swim of eighty-five yards was my best showing without 
surfacing in the regulation twenty-five yard tank. This bap- 
tism took place around 1940. 

The need for a mask was made more apparent when div- 
ing for blue-shelled crabs off the beach playground of mil- 
lions, New York City’s Coney Island. Rope lines, for the 
swimmers’ safety, led from the beach out to an anchor in 
approximately twelve feet of water. During certain seasons 
these anchors were the congregating place of many of these 
delectable crabs. Several habitue of this famous sandy strip 
and myself would don rubber-coated canvas gloves. dive to 
the anchors, and attempt to grab these elusive Crustacea. 

We felt severely handicapped in not being able to sec 
clearly. Thorough searching managed to locate a store which 
sold underwater masks. It was only then that I realized the 
\reas I 
have dived in since have eclipsed this beginning area many 
times in beauty, and quality and quantity of fish caught but

During early 
spring and late fall you can still chance upon stripers Ove!

THE BEST PLACE | HAVE EVER SPEARFISHED 


Underwater spots that I have explored consist of New 
York, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
California, Georgia, Virginia, Florida, Puerto Rico, and the 
Dominican Republic. Many of these areas have their own 
individual appeal which is hard to duplicate. It is difficult 
to shove aside Breezy Point Jetty of 1947, the luxurious kelp 
gardens off the Catalina shore, or the rocky coastline (Flat 
Rock) at Narragansett, Rhode Island in choosing the BEST 
place but if I must, I must. 

Let none of the fish or underwater attractions at the alore- 
mentioned places feel slighted. The Florida Keys stand out 
as a jewel does among pebbles, and the necklace among 
jewels are the Marquesas Keys some twenty miles west of 
Key West, Florida. Reasons for my choice are: quality and

having lived and dived in New York, Florida and California.

RECORD SIZE FISH 


Big fish, of each species, rather than quantity have always 
The 18 pound Tautog | 
caught gave me just as much pleasure as the 71 pound 
Amberjack or the 61 pound grouper, although the latter 
two offered considerably more difficulty. If it is possible, 
as it was with the Amberjack and Grouper, I like to spear 
my fish with a line from shaft to gun. This allows you to 
pit your strength against that of the fish, which, when your 
quarry is over 40 pounds, or so, may be sufficient to jerk 
the gun from your hands. (Several experienced diveis | 


been uppermost in my mind. 


know have lost guns to the lightning-like disappearanc« of 
Barracuda when speared). This is one of the joys lacking 
when fishing with free shafts. 

Catching large quantities of fish has never been a source 
of pleasure for me. The only time I have a trigger happy 
finger is during competitive diving. (Regional or National). 
I'll go out on a limb at this time and state that I foyor 
a bag limit for spearfishermen. Rod and Reel fishermen 
would do well to have the same restrictions. Then we could 
be more certain of maintaining these underwater attractions 
for generations to come. 

With the assistance of another diver I managed to ce:ch 
a 350 pound Jewfish. A ten-foot nurse shark succumbed to 
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repeated hits from my Sampson impact head. I had always 
thought this shark was comparatively harmless but less than 
a week after catching the big one I heard the story of a 
boy whose arm had been badly mauled by a five-footer 
which i¢ had speared with a short line attached to his gun. 
Live and learn! 


PREFERRED EQUIPMENT 

There has been a never-ending search on my part to find 
or dey; lop perfect equipment. Far too many losses of record 
size fis’: are attributable to faulty gear. A large percentage 
of the divers involved take the general attitude “Tough 
break, better luck next time.” I contend that these record 
breakig fish do not present themselves that frequently and 
that »our first opportunity may be your last. The spear 
shooti:, implement should be powerful, accurate, easy to 
opera’ and capable of catching small (5 pounds) as well 
as lar (100 pound) fish. 

No:.. V'll admit it’s possible to hit a huge (500 pound) 
fish wth one shot and kill him but it’s improbable. Nine 
times out of ten I'll take a chance with my gear on a fish 
up to 150 pounds. That would include a non-fatal shot on 
a 150 pound Amberjack or Barracuda. (Oh! I can hear the 
comn nts now.) 

Th Hawaiian sling is dificult to surpass as far as accur 
acy, | ower, and simplicity are concerned. Unfortunately a 
non-{ tal shot at a fish with the sling may permit the 
woun ‘ed creature to escape. Most sling-users use free (no 
line itached) shafts. It is also a well-known fact, to stu- 
dents of physiology, that an increase in muscle use increases 
body consumption of oxygen. Picture the sling user. He 
dives ‘o forty feet, chases his prey, and then, when his lungs 
are d-manding air, pulls back on his sling (which may have 
a pull of 75 pounds, or more) and shoots the fish. After 
this 1.¢ fish must be retrieved. The sling user will say I 
gave .n exceptional case and go on to explain the virtues 
of sli ping the sling over your head after hitting his target, 
etc. | am merely stating an opinion, be it right or wrong. 

I expect letters to the editor will argue the points just 
outlined but since this entire article is not expected to be 
devoted to equipment I'll proceed with a description of my 
own. For general use, I prefer the arbalete type of gun. 
A modified gun of this type with detachable spearhead is 
dificult to beat except for the persons going after quantity. 

Snorkels, with me, are a must. It’s difhcult to imagine 
how i once dived without the aid of this energy-conserving 
devic Without it your victim is more readily lost from 
view when gulping air. Many times, after a deep dive, | 
yank the snorkel from my mouth just as I reach the sur 
face so that I might have an unrestricted copious intake ol 
the treasured air. 

Black, fairly stiff fins with the protective pocket for the 
heel are my choice in the propulsion department for my 
accident prone feet. After diving for hours in a rough sea 
one’s (mine at least) equilibrium is all but lost. To emerge 
on a rocky coastline may be a mutilating chore for the 
footics if you're constantly losing balance. The few of us 
who left the boiling water at the rocky staging location 
were extremely lucky to escape with minor scratches at the 
conclusion of the 1956 Nationals. 


BEST SPEARFISHERMAN 

When a person speaks of “best Spearfisherman” he must 
have some standards by which to judge or compare. Listed 
below are some of the qualities I feel a top diver will gpos- 
sess, they are not in order of importance: 

|. Ability to dive deep. 

2. Long duration of dive. 

3. Endurance (how many hours can he work at top effi 

ciency). 

1. How well does he stalk his prey? 

5. In relation to #3. cold water resistance. 

6. Marksmanship.

OPINION OF SHARKS 

Shark! That is a word which has 
brought fear to many a man’s heart. 
Even after many (at least 50 sharks of 
dangerous size have swum within 30 feet 
or less of me) encounters with this in- 
famous creature I too regard them with 
fear and respect. My brainwashing be- 
gan at an early impressionable age 
while out fishing in my grandfather’s 
boat. The older men would occasion- 
ally catch one of these voracious fel- 
lows, with what would now be termed 
the forward look, and at least an hour 
would be spent on the stories they had 
heard about the man-mutilating quality 
of those razor sharp teeth. These im- 
pressions were all reinforced as I grew 
older. 

The book which had the greatest im- 
pact upon me was “Shark, Shark” by 
Capt. William E. Young. Young, a pro- 
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fessional shark hunter, goes into consid- 
erable detail with authenticated stories 
of shark attacks upon man. Parts of 
this collector’s item which is now un- 
fortunately out of print might well be 
reproduced in the “Skin Diver” as was 
“The Compleat Goggler’. The Movie 
“Tiger Shark”, the Navy Paper on 
Shark repellants and many other forces 
have left me with the impression that 
sharks have the capacity to inflict a tre- 
mendous amount of damage. If you fish 
long enough in waters that 
sharks you'll undoubtedly turn around 
one day to find a sizable member of the 
species right next to you. This experi- 
ence will eliminate the need for any 
cardiograph (heart test) for if your 
heart can stand the resulting shock it 
should hold up for a good many years.

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CLEANING 
MARINE 
SHELLS 


BY JOHN Q. BURCH 


It is imperative that the skin diver 
who collects mollusks should know how 
to take care of them. The first thing to 
do is to make a label showing the ap- 
proximate depth from which the shell 
was taken, the type of bottom, whether 
rocky, gravel, coral, shelly, sandy, etc., 
and all possible. 
Phese labels must be kept with the shell 


other observations 
or some scientific student may be led 
to error in his conclusions. Lead pencil 
on ordinary bond paper is all right, 
and will prove satisfactory even when 
tied to 
placed in alcohol. Countless valuable 
shells have been ruined by 


a specimen with thread and 


improper 
care, 

Unfortunately there is no simple solu- 
tion, and much must be learned from 
experience, There are many and varied 
methods, and the best treatment for one 
shell may be impossible with another. 
It should be understood that the follow 
ing suggestions are for proper preserva- 
tion in the field. The curator or collect- 
or will have a laboratory in which re- 
finements may be made at leisure. This 
will also be true of the scientific dealer. 

We will first consider the gastropods, 
or univalves. Small shells. These may be 
roughly defined as shells having an aper- 
ture of a quarter of an inch or less. 
It may surprise many to know that they 
are very much more likely to collect a 
species new to science in these than in 
the larger and more obvious shells which 
are easily seen and collected by many. 
Few amateurs collect small shells. Many 
of them will be fully adult, others juve- 
nile specimens of larger species, but all 
of great interest to the serious student. 

Preparation of the small shells is 
comparatively simple. The accepted 
method is to place them in a jar con- 
taining 70°, or 80°; alcohol where they 
should remain over night. They may 
then be spread out on paper or a box 
until dry. Rubbing alcohol is all right 
for this purpose. Do not use formalin 
for the shells although it may be pre 
ferable for certain other animals. 

Having dispensed with the small shells 
we may consider the standard practice 
with most of the larger shells. It is best 
to place them in a container of cold 
water, and bring this to a boil for not 
over five minutes. Do not boil them too 
long or they will toughen. Pull the ani- 
mals from the shells while they are still 
hot. This means not to boil too many 
at one time. The shells of certain fam- 
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ilies such as the Cypraeidae, the cowries, 
should receive unusual care. Placing 
them in boiling water quickly may chip 
the shells. The water should be heated 
slowly to the boil. Then when removing 
the animal matter shake the shell well 
to loosen all of the contents. Otherwise 
the shell may be discolored. And finally, 
shells with a glossy enamel should be 
well dried after cleaning, or the wate 
tends to spot the shell. 

There is an art to removing the ani 
mal that will come with a little experi- 
ence. The animal is coiled and must be 
removed with a corkscrew like motion 
or the last part will break off and_re- 
main in the shell. The odor caused by 
this small part is at times an amazing 
problem. However, in the laboratory 
there are methods of overcoming it. 

It is doubtful if two collectors ever 
agreed upon the most efficient kit of 
tools. Some have their pet crochet hooks 
bent to the correct angles. Others prefer 
to use small tongs. One of the easiest 
and workable kits may be made from 
fish hooks of assorted sizes. They are al 
ways available and may be bent over a 
gas flame to different angles. Small hooks 
may be fastened to a small wooden han 
dle. Such things may be devised to 
please the individual. 

The above procedure is satisfactory 
for the great majority of gastropods, but 
as with most rules there are exceptions. 
Perhaps the soundest advice that can be 
given is that when a variety is taken 
from which the animal simply cannot 
be removed, it should be preserved in- 
tact in alcohol. 

Most gastropods, not all, have a plate, 
either corneous or shelly with which 
they close the aperture of the shell. This 
is known as the operculum, and should 
by all means be removed from the foot 
of the animal and kept with the shell. 
It is at times an important character in 
classification, There will also be many 
occasions when the specialist will be de- 
lighted to have the shell with the animal 
in it preserved in alcohol, and unusual 
shells are always acceptable in jars of 
alcohol. 

The bivalves or clams of most families 
present fewer difficulties. You may boil 
as many as you please at one time, and 
the animals are easily removed. In fact, 
if you like chowder, the shells may be a 
profitable by-product. After removing 
the animal the customary method _ is 
then to tie them with thread or twine, 
holding the two valves together as they 
were before removing the animal. Do 
not use adhesive tape, scotch tape or 
other such material because they  fre- 
quently injure the enamel of the shell. 

When a mollusk is taken attached to 
a piece of Gorgonian or any other ob- 
ject, it is suggested that the animal be 
preserved in alcohol along with the ob- 
ject on which they were found. This

tion. Small bivalves, those measuring a 
half inch or less, should be presé ved 
in 70°, alcohol as discussed above for 
small gastropods. 

There are some very thin and fragile 
species such as the violet snails, the 
Janthina, that should simply be pl ced 
in fresh water over night when the ini- 
mals will wash out, 

In conclusion, be sure to wrap cach 
shell individually in paper, and wien 
packing them for shipment have tiem 
packed solidly with no room to jostle. 
It is always distressing to receive fine or 
rare shells in fragments, and even a chip 
out of the lip will often ruin the velue 
of a specimen. dae

for the next few weeks was beginning 
to look rather poor. On this dive, we 
set the descending line on the stern of 
the ship. The descent to the “Doria” 
was relatively uneventful. We made it 
to the side of the ship, which was 185 
feet, in about 45 seconds. 

As my eyes became accustomed to 
the defused twilight, I could see 40 to 
15 feet horizontally. We took a few 
pictures at the spot where we landed, 
then swam down across the windows of 
the after lounge and bar, looking for 
an entrance. I saw the first and second 
class swimming pools. Tipped at nearly 
a right angle and submerged over 200 
feet down, they looked like a crazy 
dream. 

The light was getting dimmer, and 
the effects of nitrogen narcosis were 
growing stronger, which, contrary to 
popular belief, is not immediate; tak 
ing 30 seconds to a full minute to feel 
the maximum effect. These factors told 
us we were working below 200 feet. I 
looked at my depth gauge, which read 
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225 feet. There seemed to be no en 
trance to the after lounge here. We 
took a few more pictures and _ started 
back up to the port passage ways. We 
went through the open doors on to the 
glassed-in ‘Promenade Deck”. As we 
swam along the deck, we saw many 
shoes and pieces of luggage. These were 
the first personal things we had seen. 
They made the Andrea Doria seem 
more closely related to the world above 
from where she had come. I felt as 
close to the people that had left these 
articles, as if I had known them and 
been on the “Doria” when she was 
struck. 

We continued to swim along the 
deck, entering and taking pictures in 
the passageways that ran thwart ships. 
I looked at my depth gauge. It read 
exactly 200 feet. My watch said we had 
about 4 minutes left. We had swum at 
least a 150 feet down the passageway. A 
problem presented itself. Would it be 
best to swim back the way we had 
come, or continue on and hope for an 
exit? We had enough air to spend 10 
or more minutes on the bottom, but 
this would have us decompressing for 


a tremendously long time. As we al- 


ready had 41 minutes to do with the 
short time we had been down. We wert 
just about to turn back, when [ looked 
up ahead. There was either a picture 
window or an opening in the glassed: 
in passageway. I swam up slowly, not 
wanting to run into it if it were a win 
dow. As I got nearer, I could see there 
was no organic silt, as on the other 
windows. Here was an opening! What 
a relief, if we hadn't found this exit, 
we would have had to go all the way 
back. Murray, the smallest of us. had 
tried to see if he could fit through a 
window aways back that had its pane 
broken out, and could not make it. 

We started for the 20 feet deconipres- 
\s we left the boat, | ex 
perienced a momentary dizziness that 
is characteristic of the beginning of an 
ascent from depths below 150 feet. Lit 
tle is known about its cause and most 
divers do not experience it every time.

As the “Andrea Doria” faded out of 
sight, I knew it would be the last time I 
would have the unforgettable experience 
of diving on her.

Due t) the rising of the Mediterranean 
Sea over the years, a portion of the old 
city lay underwater, hence the necessity 
that ai least one of the group be a skin 
diver. Professor Mowry, being the only 


swimnier, was selected for the job and 
receiv d excellent instruction from cap- 
able Council diver Miss Castelli. 

Recently, Miss Castelli had the oppor- 
tunity to discuss the expedition with 
Professor Mowry and glean this interest- 
ing account: 

The land had 
with the last two weeks to be spent in 
the excavation of Ptolemais’ harbor in 
stallations. The nearest air station was 
in Greece, which made work with a 
lung virtually impossible. However, the 
water being quite shallow—12 feet on 
so to an island some distance off shore— 
much was accomplished with mask, fins 
and snorkel. On this island, a 
quarry was discovered. The purpose ol

Although we've been quiet the past 
few months, excitement is high in the 
San Diego Council of Diving Clubs, Inc. 
Not only has another fish record been 
broken, but one of our members was 
shot at while diving off the Los Coro- 
nados Islands. 

John Ellwood of the Sea Dogs has 
brought our number of record fish up to 
six or seven with his recent catch of a 
36 pound sheepshead. The record has 
been sent in to Ralph N. Davis. 

And our second bit of excitement 
occurred off the Los Coronados Islands 
when fishermen aboard a sportfishing 
boat took a shot at Ron Church. 

\fter much discussion we found out 
how to handle the whole matter 
turn it over to the Coast Guard. Tell 
them the name of the boat, when and 
where it happened and give them proof. 

The water has been warm this winter, 
57° to 59° F. and a few brave souls 
are now diving without suits. Thanks 
to King Neptune the water has also 
been clear, with an average visibility of 
50 feet. 

New rules of council include a bill 
to postpone the summer dive until 
\ugust for the clearer waters, then send 
the winners of the winter dive to the 
Pacific Coast Regionals. Rules have been 
changed so that only three fish per diver 
will count in the contest. 

With this new ruling we feel that 
after the divers get their three perch, 
that they will start looking for big fish 
only and not spear 20 one pound fish 


when they know that just three of | hem 
will count. In this way it will heip to 
restock the water.

Most of the time “quarry” means something 
to shoot with a spear, but to the Associated 
Skin Divers in April, “quarry” meant a 
whacking good place to dive. 

Two hundred feet of clear, blue 46° water 
trapped in an abandoned mica quarry brought 
23 members, (including five women), of the 
Hartford, Connecticut, club out on a brisk 
April morning for the largest dive of 1957 
in this area. 

Bob Strubell, who designed and built the 
Torpedo shown in the photo, had a great 
time tearing around the crystalline water. An 
expert sheet metal worker, Bob’s Torpedo is 
powered with an automobile starter motor 
which runs on automobile batteries. It weighs 
about 250 pounds and will make about three 
knots. Forward motion is controlled by an 
on-off switch operated by the diver’s thumb. 
Pushing down on the button sends juice into 
the motor, the outboard prop turns and the 
Torpedo moves. When the button is released, 
everything stops. (Direction is controlled by 
the diver’s body.) 

Divers found nothing more fearsome than
